of County Commissioners In and for Washoe

When the big Depot Hotel was blazing 
good and the neighboring blocks wero sub 
siding into smouldering ruins, here came , 
gallant company of Cnraon fir emeu to th 
rescue us fast as an extremely nimble loco 
motive could propel them, and they iandec 
their fine steamer, ready for instant action 
right in the midst of the fray, aasistiui 
very effectively in checking the fnrthe 
progress of the flames and saving much 
valuable property. 
Those Carson boyi 


made a very bright mark for themselves in 
the estimation of the appreciation of the 
riverside population. The ather night 
when the Corbett block burned in Carson 
Beno firemen would have willingly re 
sponded had they been called upon or 
needed. 


Last Friday night another block o. 


wooden buildings, right in the heart 01 
Beno, burned to ashes. Brick buildings 
on one side and wide streets on the other 
favored the hemming in of the fire, anc 
fortunately there was no 
wind. 
The 


bucket brigade covered itself with glory on 
this occasion, preventing several buildings 
already smoking with intense heat from 
breaking into flames. The steamers wore 
somewhat slow in getting to work, but did 
splendidly when they got intn effective ac- 
tion. 


All three of these fires aro alleged to 


have been created by incendiaries, am] 
with good reasons thorofor, human oussed- 
neas and iusuranca being mentioned among 
[he inducing motives. 
Of course much 


household, merchuntile and other property
